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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not found to be 
persuasive. As Applicant points out Mapson recognizes the possibility of improper connection in reprocessing lumened objects as well as 
leak detection, and Applicant contends that Mapson does not suggest identifying an improper connection with that leak detection, 
however, the Examiner would continue to disagree. Applicant is arguing that their pressure sensing is different than Mapson's, but it is 
not. Both are sensing flow pressure within the lumen to determine the presence of a leak. Applicant's own specification further defines 
and improper connection as one that leaks (page 23 paragraph 0097 and page 24, paragraph 0098), thus Mapson is performing the same 
function and recognizes the same problem. Applicant further argues that even if Mapson recognizes such, it is not suggested that the 
indicating means would identify nor suggest correction of an improper connection, however, the Examiner would continue to disagree 
because in combination with Moser, which teaches that such locating identification is known, it would have been obvious to identify 
improper connections specifically for correction in order to continue to achieve effective reprocessing .
